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OHIO LEGISLATURE HAS NOW ADJOURNED- 





Some of the Features that (ame Up Dur- 
ing the Last Days of the Session 
Affecting Insurance. 





The Brannock House bill, extending the au- 
thority of the fire marshal and giving him an- 
other assistant, has been passed by both houses 
of the Ohio Assembly, and is now a law. 
Besides the two deputies provided for under 
the old law, there is to be one chief assistant, 
whose duties will be about the same as those 
of the deputies. In addition the fire marshal 
and his deputies and assistant will hereafter 
have power to summon and compel witnesses 
to attend hearings and testify in the investiga- 
tion of suspicious fires. He may also require 
the production of books, papers and documents 
in case he deems it necessary. In case of re- 
fusal to testify or produce books when so or- 
dered, these officers may punish for contempt. 

The fire marshal has power, through the new 
law, to order rubbish and inflammable material 
removed from any premises, and if it is not 
done he may have it removed at the owner’s 
expense. 

Mayors and fire chiefs who do not receive a 
regular salary, as well as township clerks and 
other officers designated in the law to report 
fires to the department, will hereafter be al- 
lowed a fee of fifty cents and mileage at the 
rate of 15 cents per mile for performing such 
duties. It is expected through this means to 
secure much more prompt service in the way 
of reports. In case there is a balance at the 
end of the year to the credit of the department 
it will be turned over to the general revenue 
fund in the state treasury. Through the ap- 
propriation act, the salary of Deputy Fire Mar- 
shal H. H. Hollenbeck has been increased from 
$1,500 per year to $1,800, the same as the first 
deputy. 

Willis house bill No. 990 places the salary 
of the deputy superintendent of insurance at 
$2,400, and requires that all fees for making 
examinations be paid into the state treasury, 
and that all employes be paid from the treas- 
ury. The fee fixed for making out and for- 
warding interest checks and coupons on bonds 
deposited for security by foreign insurance 
companies is $25 for each $100,000 of bonds 
deposited. In the matter of examinations made 
by the department it is required that such ex- 
penses shall be paid from the state treasury, 
but in case a company shall request an exami- 
nation to be made then it shall pay the ex- 
penses. Another bill by Mr. Willis requires 
that the expenses of making an examination of 
associations be paid from the state treasury, 
with the same conditions in regard to exami- 
nations by request as with companies. 

The Hype bill fixing the salaries of the offi- 
cers and employes of the insurance department 
became a law Saturday, but they will be about 
as they have been paid in the past. They 
will be paid from the state treasury on a war- 
rant of the state auditor, as certified by the su- 
perintendent of insurance and are included in 
the appropriations made by the legislature in a 
bill passed Saturday. 

The Thomas bill re-enacting the county ap- 
praiser law, which was passed by the House of 
Representatives last week, was defeated in the 
Senate Friday. On Saturday it was attempted 
to have the vote on the bill reconsidered, but 
that failed. 

A bill allowing the admission of assessment 
companies of other States to transact a health 
insurance business in Ohio has passed both 
houses and is now a law.

CONFERENCE ON THE LARGE CITIES. 

Every indication points to an agreement 
among a large number of fire companies on 
commissions and methods of procedure in the 
large cities of the West, more commonly desig- 
nated the “excepted cities,” because they have 
been excepted from the jurisdiction of the 
Union. But this new proposed organization 
is neither union nor non-union, but is a simple 
proposition between companies of all classes. 
It is the outcome of the combined efforts of 
Managers J. L. Whitlock of the Glens Falls 
and W. J. Littlejohn of the North British and 
Mercantile. At a meeting in Chicago some 
time ago they were appointed to a committee 
of fifteen and were given the power to select 
their thirteen other associates to complete the 
membership. This committee, when selected, 
held an animated conference in Chicago and 
decided to call a general meeting to be held at 
Cataract House, Niagara Falls, in the morning 
of May 27. It is quite likely that the confer- 
ence will be held on this date. The call will 
be issued in a few days and will be signed by 
fifteen or twenty representative fire underwri- 
ters of the various classes. So much encour- 
agement has been met with by the committee 
having the matter in charge that members of it 
express the belief that a successful organiza-~ 
tion will be Jaunched as a result of the Niagara 
Falls conference.

CHICAGO AGENTS AND COMMISSIONS. 

Some local agents in Chicago are inclined 
to oppose the effort to reduce commissions to 
15 and 20 per cent in their city. They be- 
lieve that the local agents should be oon- 
sulted by the companies in their effort to re- 
form matters in the cities. They argue that 
theoretically the ideas of reform are correct, 
but that in actual practice some fundamental 
conditions will have to be changed before 
these theories will work. The agents con- 
tend that they cannot afford to place business 
at 15 per cent commissions. The argument 
is that the expenses in a city like Chicago for 
the local agents are very great; companies de- 
mand more service than they do in smaller 
places; rents are very high; living is more 





dear; frequent inspections are called for, { 
there are many additional demands upor 
time and money of a local agency. N 
all agents will agree that if commissions 
placed at 15 per cent they cannot afford t 
10 per cent brokerage, as no agency 
a large city can well afford to h 
the business on a margin of 5 
cent. If commissions are made flat 20 
cent and brokerage fixed at 10 per cent, ag 
will then feel much more favorable toy 
the action to reduce commissions.

SECURING OF OUTSIDE INSURANCE. 

Owing to the fact that Superintendent Yates 
of Illinois has notified local agents and brok 
ers that under the law they cannot procure 
power of attorney from the assured to place 
insurance in unauthorized companies, it will 
seriously inconvenience several institutions. In 
Chicago there are many houses that cannot get 
sufficient insurance in admitted companies. 
Owing to the restrictions on reinsurance and 
the more stringent rules of companies as to 
writing risks, together with the retirement of 
several companies, the facilities have been re 
duced to a minimum. This has caused several 
houses to scour the earth to get insurance and 
naturally the best plan open was to place the 
procurement of the line in the hands of a 
broker or local agent, as the assured had not 
the time in many cases nor was he sufficiently 
well acquainted to know how to proceed. Some 
brokers in Chicago make a specialty of writing 
surplus lines, where admitted companies are 
exhausted. Superintendent Yates holds that 
the mere securing of the power of attorney 
from the assured is to cover up the true rela- 
tion in which he is acting. He contends that 
the broker is really an agent for the company. 
This ruling will, no doubt, lead to an agitation 
for a law having brokers pay a license to the 
State in order to procure insurance in unau- 
thorized companies when all other facilities 
are exhausted.

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STATUS OF OHIO COINSURANCE GIVEN. 











Prompt Action of Inspection Bureau—Clause 
Ineffective on Building Policies—Credits 
in Rates Allowed. 





lhe prompt action of the Ohio Inspection 
Bureau in immediately upon the repeal of the 
anti-coinsurance law issuing a bulletin showing 
the credits in risks 
where the coinsurance clause was attached, had 


rates recommended on 


a good effect in showing the members of the 
legislature the benefits to property owners in 
the way of reduced rates. This probably pre- 
vented any attempt in the legislature to re- 
enact an anti-coinsurance law and had some- 
thing to do with the failure to pass the bill 
to re-enact a county appraiser law. 

In the bulletin of the inspection bureau, 
which is given later, credits are given for the 
coinsurance clause on brick mercantile build- 
This brings up the old question as to 
whether the coinsurance clause on buildings 
is not in violation of the valued policy law. 
The courts of other States have held that it is, 
and Superintendent Vorys, in his decision 
against the use of coinsurance and limited lia- 
bility clauses, expressly stated: “Respecting 
insurance on building and structures, Section 
No. 3643 (valued policy law) requires pay- 
ment of the whole amount named in the policy 
in event of total loss and full amount of par- 
tial loss. Any limited liability clause in in- 
surance on structures is, therefore, a violation 
of that section.” 

It is understood that the superintendent of 
insurance has not changed his views on this 
subject, and it would seem unwise, therefore, 
to allow any reduction in rate for the coinsur- 
ance clause on building policies, when the 
clause would not be sustained by the depart- 
ment or the courts. 

The bulletin issued by the Ohio Inspection 
Bureau is as follows: 

The “anti-coinsurance law’ having been re- 
pealed by the Ohio state legislature, this office 
ldl 1 recommend the following credits in rates 
on risks where the “coinsurance clause” is at- 
tached to policies: 

Brick Mercantile Buildings.—For 70 per cent 
coinsurance clause, 15 per cent reduction. 

For 80 per cent coinsurance clause, 20 per 
cent reduction. [ 

For 90 per cent coimsurance 
cent reduction.

Special Meeting to Consider Outsiders De- 
velops Interesting Points—Leiding Case 
Reviewed—Runcks Will Put Up. 





The Cincinnati board held a special meeting 
last Thursday to consider the matter of taking 
in the outsiders. The case of J. H. Leiding, 
who has been under suspension for nearly a 
year, was taken up and voted upon. The vote 
was 23 to 15 in Mr. Leiding’s favor, but under 
a recent resolution requiring a two-thirds vote 
to reinstate or elect a member, the chair ruled 
that he was not reinstated. This ruling was 
made because the two-thirds resolution ap- 
peared on the minutes, and there is now a 
question as to whether Mr. Leiding is a mem- 
ber or not. Under the new constitution and 
by-laws adopted at the reorganization of the 
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board, at the beginning of this year, a major- 
ity vote was all that was necessary to elect, 
and in order to change these provisions it was 
necessary to bulletin a resolution to members 
and let it hold over thirty days. The two- 
thirds vote resolution was passed without going 
through this formality, consequently it is held 
by many of the members that it was uncon- 
stitutional and that Mr. Leiding was duly 
elected at the meeting last Thursday. Mr. 
Leiding placed the matter in the hands of his 
attorneys, and they, in conference with the 
president of the board and the chairman of the 
governing committee, agree to submit it to the 
attorneys of the board. If the board’s attor- 
neys decide that Mr. Leiding is now a mem- 
ber it is probable that the matter will end. At 
the last meeting a resolution was offered by the 
faction opposing Mr. Leiding, and has been 
bulletined, to the effect that after an applica- 
tron was twice rejected by failure to receive a 
two-thirds vote, it should not again be consid- 
ered within twelve months. It is thought that 
this resolution will be voted down. 

The case of Mr. Leiding is interesting, and 
shows that there is a strong effort on the part 
of a certain faction, numbering about fifteen, 

keep him out. When he made application 
for reinstatement in regular form, which was 
approved by the governing committee, the 
board first passed a resolution that his books 
be examined. A committee of the board’s em- 
ployes was appointed to examine the books, 
which were immediately offered for inspection, 
and the committee found that during Mr. Leid- 
ing’s suspension only eight policies were issued 
at less than tariff, and this during a period 
when he did not have access to a rate cabinet. 
Mr. Leiding at once canceled three of the poli- 
cies, and advanced the rates on the others. 
After this was reported to the governing com- 
mittee, they again recommended that Mr. Leid- 
ing be elected, but the application did not go 
through, the acting president voting with 
the opposition after a tie vote to lay on the 
table. This matter has been up several times 
with indications that Mr. Leiding would be 
elected. Some very hot speeches have been 
made, and the governing committee has been 
turned down by the board. If the board’s at- 
torneys decide against Mr. Leiding, it is prob- 
able that action will be brought against the 
board, accompanied by damage suits against 
certain members. 

The sentiment with regard to admitting the 
Runcks was also tested at the special meeting 
last week, and the matter is now in the hands 
of the governing committee. It is understood 
that the Runcks are willing to put up $500 to 
wipe out past offences. That is, that John 
Runck will put up $300 for back assessments 
and come in as a new member, and Louis and 
Charles Runck will put up $100 each in fines. 
The governing committee will probably report 
favorably on applications received under these 
conditions. 





BRIGGS SUES THE ANCHOR.

CHARGES BOODLING IN OHIO

CRITCHELL.—At the memorial meeting held 
by the Chicago Underwriters Association on 
the death of John Critchell, of Critchell, Miller, 
Whitney & Barbour, the following was 
adpoted: 

‘Our lives are little gleams of time between 
two eternities.’ We have been summoned to- 
gether once more to mourn the departure of an 


associate and friend into the mysterious 
Shadowland whence we have all come and 
whither we must all return. 

“Born October 17, 1847; died May 5, 1902. 
These dates mark the boundaries of the iittle 
gleam of time which revealed John Critchell 
to his fellowmen. 

“At the early age of fifteen years he was 
cast upon the world a penniless orphan and 


our sympathies go out to this unfriended strip- 
pling as he went forth into the melee of life 


where even the strongest fall—at an age 
when youth most needs fatherly counsel and 
motherly love and encouragement. Surely 
Divine Justice must measure our merits by. our 
rg ay oe There cannot but be recom- 
pense in God’s own time and place for the 
things which our friend was deprived in the 


hour of his greatest need—home, education. 
wise encouragement and admonition, leisure, 
the social life which means so much to youth; 
indeed, everything one holds most dear was 
taken from him in the climacteric of boyhood, 
excepting his slender capital of health and his 
br: ave heart. 

“Tt is not necessary to tell the pathetic story 
of his early struggles, for all who knew his 
strenuous life realize that his nature would 
not permit him to yearn for the bread of idle- 


ness. It is enough to know that like another 
David, he went forth with high resolve to 
conquer the Goliath of adverse fate and that 


victory perched upon his banner. More than 
victory, for John Critchell, alone and unaided, 
achieved what all parenthood. is seeking with 
prayers, tears and aspirations to achieve—he 
trained a boy into worthy citizenship and this 
boy was himself. 

“He became known as a strong, 
successful business man, as a man 
of tireless energy, quick sympathies and genia 
presence. He won popularity in his calling and 
the title of ‘King of Solicitors’-—surely an hon- 
orable title for the crown of this Kingship 
could not long rest upon the brow of one who 

did not retain his royal rights by 
ly tactful diplomacy, thorough 
of his trade and spotless honor. 

“This was his life before the world. Few 
knew his inner life, for he did mot wear his 
troubies on his sleeve or trumpet his quiet and 
unostentatious benefactions. While he was not 
a churchman, he ever had a ready ear for the 
needy and distressed, and his charities were 
lavish—perhaps beyond his means. He was al- 
ways a ready giver to the Salvation Army and 
other practical agencies that reach down into 
the haunts of suffering poverty and vice. Like 
\bou-ben-Adhem, his religion consisted in lov- 
ing and helping his fellowmen. Few knew of 
his long and heroic struggle against the ravages 
of disease while performing labors that would 
tax the vitality of the strongest 

“We pay this last tribute to one whose life 
was a continuous battle against disheartening 
obstacles from childhood, until death, the 
healer of cureless ills, brought him the anodyne 
He will soon or laté bring to us one and all. 
May he rest in peace. To his bereaved family 
we extend our sincere and heartfelt sympathy.
